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GOOD many persons seem to be under an impression 
that New York is not all the fancy might paint as a 
place of residence. No one who feels that way makes any 
bones of expressing himself frankly. No one finds a reason 
for silence in the fact that New York contains what he calls 
his home. Miss Amelia Edwards was quoted the other day 
as saying that our town was a nasty, great soap bubble (or 
words to that effect), full of mud and hurry, and she averred 
that she didn’t see how we could endure our streets. Miss 
Edwards is a foreign person, and when she spoke as she 
did she had just got through with New York and was about 
to fill an engagement in Philadelphia. Under the circum- 
stances, her candor is not so very surprising. She knows, 
so to speak, on which side her antiquities are mossed. But 
her testimony is buttressed by corroborative evidence. The 
veracious Suz had a paragraph the other day about a New 
Yorker who awoke one morning to find himself in Wash- 
ington; but at first, when he was just out of the cars, he 
hardly knew whether he was in Paris or Boston, the streets 
were so clean and quiet and everything looked so nice. If 
the big Fair is in Washington that New Yorker is going to 
it, if only for the sake of the momentary luxury of being in a 
nice place. But this batch of evidence isn’t all in yet. The 
gifted correspondent who signs herself “ Brunswick,” writ- 
ing, it is true, to a Boston paper, and to the Boston 7ran- 
script at that, declares in the frankest language that there is 
no more uncomfortable and few more expensive cities to 
live in than New York, and about the only thing to be said 
in favor of it as a place of residence is that it is a metropolis. 
“ Brunswick” points out that it is “badly lighted, badly 
paved, and badly everythinged”; that people swap their 
houses so often that ten years is a very long and twenty 
years a phenomenal stay for a family to make in one house. 
In Philadelphia and Boston people have plenty of room and 
back alleys for ash cans, and in Boston, at least, they have 
some very well-paved streets. ‘“ Brunswick” wishes with 
all her heart that she could afford to live there. 
It is all true what “ Brunswick’’ says—New York is paved 








the same as hell, and in much of the time lately it has been 
lighted like the glorious heavens, by the moon and stars. 
It is dirty and crowded and comes very high. Something 
ought to’be done about it. It ought to be its own cure, 
but it isn’t. Disagreeable and generally objectionable as 
New York is, people keep coming here by the carload and 
shipload, with their effects, to stay. We wish they would 
go back home and stay there. LIFE would “go back home” 
itself if it could, but it was born in New York and never 
had any other home; which is a marvel, for LIFE is going 
on eight years old, and infants who stick to New York sel- 
dom last so long as that. So far from disparaging Boston 
or Philadelphia as places of residence, or discouraging people 
who are disposed to go there, LIFE is ready to say as Mr. 
Greeley did to the missionary—* There don’t half enough go 
there now.” But people won't go from New York to Phila- 
delphia or Boston except to die. While there’s life they 
cling to the great base of supplies, and, head up and shoulders 
back, they crowd and hustle the same as the rest. The 
folks are pleasant here and the pay is good, and while the 
folks and the pay are satisfactory other considerations in 
which Gotham is less favored shall not prevail against her. 
It is too bad about New York, her case is desperate, and 
the very worst of it is in this—that people everywhere else 
in the country have somewhere to go to. They can come to 
New York, but people who live in New York, being there 
already, have no convenient and natural place to go to. It 
is a serious discomfort, like having six courses of pie at din- 
ner. 

Will New York improve, or will it grow stingier and dirtier, 
and longer drawn out and worse hustled? It is hard to say, 
but it will be a good deal cheaper to bet on it one way or 
the other than to live here fifty years and find out.

GENERATION ago a writer now almost forgotten 
produced several novels which had many friends in 
England and were popular enough to be pirated in America. 
Some of the fine old gentlemen who are in that serene and 
robust decade between fifty and sixty (when a man who has 
taken reasonable care of himself is apt to say he “never felt 
younger in his life’’) will warm with enthusiasm, between the 
hands at whist, as they tell you of “Frank Farleigh” and 
“Lewis Arundel.” 

“You should read them, my boy, if you want to know the 
kind of stuff we fed on when we were young. No milk- 
and-water novels for us, written by New England school- 
teachers and preachers; no torturing of the conscience over 
actions which are of little account anyway; no sentimental 
young men who talked like books and posed like the lead- 
ing actor in a society play. No, my boy; our heroes rode, 
and fought, and played cricket, and swore with decorum, 
and drank enough to keep their blood warm.” 











FTER this advice from your respected friend, if you 
chance upon a copy of “Lewis Arundel; or, The 
Railroad of Life,” you will surely read it, especially if it con- 
tains “Phiz’s” most amusing illustrations. You know that 
Thackeray was writing “ Pendennis” and ‘“‘ Esmond” in those 
days, but you believe that a writer of much less repute must 
have been nearer to the average of the times, because lack 
of genius makes one nearsighted and provincial. The 
next time you get your friend before a bright hearth-fire, 
with a good cigar in his mouth and a contented smile on 
his ruddy face, you will say, perhaps: 

“By the way, I read that book, ‘Lewis Arundel,’ which 
you talked about the other night. At least, I read chunks 
of it, for I really had to skip a great deal of it. Life is too 
short to read 650 octavo pages about a fellow who was 
nine-tenths a prig. I know he fought beautifully on several 
occasions. I don’t object to that; but I can’t stand his 
solemn dignity. If Zew7s had had a spark of humor in his 
composition he would have been saved most of his fights. 
Such a perpetual parade of conscious virtue and heroism, 
with intervals of equally conscious modesty, is the best in- 
centive to a fight that I know of. Zewzs would be un- 


mercifully hazed in a modern school and whipped into a 
tolerably decent fellow. 
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“And what villains you delighted to have in 
your novels! We can spot them for the villains 
so soon as they step into the book. They are 
as consciously and aggressively bad as your 
heroes are good. In our day that type of villain 
would never have a chance to carry out his 
plans. We should shut our doors in his face 
and lock up our daughters. 

“What I most object to in the novel of 1850 
is the painful moralizing; the worship of con- 
ventionality in manner and morals; the careful 
award of just the right degree of material hap- 
piness to just the right degree of virtue, and 
the equally careful award of physical punish- 
ment to the wicked. What omnipotent judges 
your novelists were—weighing a motive to a 
hair and giving it every shade of retribution, 
from a broken arm to a lingering death! The 
only wonder is that you and your contempo- 
raries are such delightful men to sit and smoke 
with. You are very human, very genial, very 
kind, but the world as it is has made you so, 


and not the novels of your boyhood.”

“The Gondoliers” is good enough musically and clever 
enough in a literary way to deserve something better than 
apprentices to interpret it. Musically, the opera holds a 
place about half way between “The Mikado” and “The 
Yeomen of the Guard.” It has not the “catchiness” of the 
former nor the seriousness of the latter, but is bright and 
exhilarating.
